As for the DiſtinQtions between Matter and Manner of Worſhip, 
it is /Frivolous,.of Eſſentiat and Gircumftannal parts, 'as time and 
place,by Speaking and-Writing, tc. mentioned, as the Yanner or 
Circumſtance of the Afts, for the matter cannot be wathout' che: 
manner, as time-and place allthings, do Require.: They are.{o 
Eſſential and Material as. that : Worſhip or Expreſſion. of 'Reve- 
rence is moſt properly intended by it ; for Reverence, which is the / | 
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proper matter of VVorſhip, is not ſo oa ry in the word 
* Shachah,to bow down the Body, or Worthipas the Expreſſion or 
manner of Reverencing, or manner of Worſhip ; therefore to' Ex- 
clule the manner of Worſhip from Worſhip, is Ridiculous : 
1 he matter of Worſhip, to Love, Fear, Reverence, Pray to, and 
Praiſe Ged, doth not of ſo mucli.Neceſſity come under Politive 
Revealed Inſtitution, as being Revealed by the Light of Nature, 
:s the Heathen Poet could 1ay without Scripture ; S/ Dems ef 
Animus, nobis ut Carmina dicunt ;, hic tibi precipue ſit pura Mente 
Colendus ; and therefore, herein the Heathen TIdolaters Agree 
with us by rhe Eight of Nature,-that the God who made all 
things ſhould be Loved ,” Reverenced ,' Praiſed,, 'and - Prayed 
unto abeve all; and not only- ſo, but even unto our Point 
in Controverſy, and that by the Light of Nature ; for Rea- 
ſon ſaith, and ſo fay they, That as God only knows him- 
ſelf, .fb he alone” can' Declare whar' pleaſeth the >Davine_Being;; 
we can tell what would pleaſe a Man, becauſe we are. Men; 
but-*we cannot tell how to pleaſe God ,, unleſs we were 
Gods; So faich the Apoltle,. x Cor. 2. 11. As the Spirit of

L7- 4, 7- They made a Calf, and” after that manner which 
was the Egyptian manner, they Worſhiped God, and yet. 
ſaid to be to Devils. Dewt. 32: 17. They Snrrifid- to-. Devils, 
ana not to God.; 2 Cor. 11. 14. And no Marvel ; for Sitaz- 
himſelf” is Transform'd into au Angel of Liehi ; 1 Cor: 19; 20.. 
But I ſay, That the thinzs which th: Gentiles Sacrifice , they - 
Sacrifice to Devi,s, and not to God; and I would not that you- 
ſbould have fellowſhip with Devils.
